to Carry Their Families to Places 


of Safety.

States Minister Allen has cabled the 
state department from Seoul that the 
Cincinnati has arrived at 
Chemulpo 


with twenty-three Americans from 
Chinnnmpo. 


The minuter announced that tho 


missionaries In the neighborhood of 
PiliByang had refused to send their 
wotni'ii and children aboard the Cin- 
cinnati, w. ere they could bo taken to 
a place of safety. 


The attitude of tho missionaries Is 


ono familiar to the state department 
In connection ,wllji oriental troubles. 
It has used every effort by counsel 
aud advice, and by extending the tise 
of naval vessels, to Induce these zeal- 
ous people to temporarily repair to 
some place of safety, but often In vain, 
as In this case. 


The department has made It clear to 


the missionary representatives In this 
country that In tho case ot actual war 
like this It cannot undertake to em- 
ploy the United States army and navy 
In expeditions .Into the Interior of a 
country which Is the scene of war. 


If the missionaries remain after a 


proper warning the United States gov- 
ernment cannot remove them and they 
must take their chances with other 
civilians.

upon the university authorities for 
hiring nn Illinois attorney to lecture 
for the particular benefit of students 
who Intend to practice In Illinois and 
not Wisconsin, to educate 
profes- 


sional men for Illinois at the 
ex- 


pense of Wisconsin. These criticisms 
have been answered by referring to 
tho ability.of Professor Fuller as an 
educator In the law and by saying 
that the Illinois law and tho rules 
and precedents laid down by tho Illi- 
nois courts are so valuable in' the law 
that students who expect to prac- 
tice in Wisconsin to be successful 
miiKt have knowledge 
of 
Illinois

As to his nationality that 
Is a mooted question which "I believe 
will never be satisfactorily 
settled, 


for there Is no 
postlve proof as .to 


whether he was born In Scotland or 
In France. There are legends to np- 
hphl both claims."

"He 
was born on the banks of tho Clyde," 
he said, "and his father was a deacon 
In the Presbyterian 
church.

the saint was a boy he fell into hail 
hands and was carried away to Ire- 
land. There he became a 
mlssloln- 


nry among tho natives.. There was 


"never any question as to his being a 


good Scotch Presbyterian 
until tho 


Irish Catholic church 
sainted and 


claimed him." 


"According to some of his 
teach- 


ings St. Patrick would make a pretty 
good Baptist,"snys a Baptist author- 
ity."!^ demanded regeneration, con- 
versation before baptism, and refused 
to baptise babies. This 1s In fllrcct 
opposition to tho Catholic faith of to- 
day, so St. Patrick 
wasn't a good 


Catholic. As to his nationality, there 
Is so much constroversy

itatively, but I believe that

born at Klrkpatrlck near Dunbartcn 
on one of the estuaries of the Clyde, 
Jn Scotland. He was 
captured by 


pirates, tho lescnrt runs, and carried 
to Ireland, l-ater he visited tho con- 
tinent of Europe, and was ordained 
In the Catholic church In France."

agreed that Sothern was a great ac- 
tor and Cecelia Loftus a great act- 
ress, and that "Tlio Proud Prince" 
was a remarkable play—with beauti- 
ful lines, sumptuously staged, 
and 


artistically performed.

whether or not they lilted 
It. 
and 


would bope to see more such dramaH 
In coming years, and If not why not. 


Tension Was Sustained 
No element of comedy to relievo 


the tension of the audience as climax 
follows climax with extraordinary ra- 
pidity, enters Into the ilrania. Onco 
as Diogenes the fool was leaving the 
sacristan In the thlrJ net after his 
terrible sufferings In the presence or 
the accusing exiles, something In the

Chicago, 111., March 
Hi.—Cattle— 


Receipts of cattle so far this 
week 


show very little change from same 
time last week but there wero too 
many for the demand. 
The 
best 


grades-sold today about steady but 
the medium kinds, those composing 
the bulk of the receipts and such as 
sold between $1.25 and J1.7B, were 
lOc to I5c lower. Tho poorer kinds, 
those coming Into competition with 
feeders sold about steady, ns Inquiry 
was a little keener from the country 
and many of the warmeiVup cattle are 
being taken out to be matured and 
put on our market two to 
three 


months hence. 
Butcher stock Bold 


fairly well, particularly tho 
better 


class of stuff, but there' was some de- 
cline on all other grades. 
It looks 


as If our receipts worn! continue ratti- 
er liberal for tho balance of 
this 


month but after the first of'April we 
loofc for a decrease In receipts 
and 


higher prices. 


Hogs—Receipts of hogs this week 


have Increased about 30,000 
over 


same time last week and we have 
had some decline In 
consequence, 


prices today being lOc to 15c below 
a week ago today. Our market start- 
ed out slowly, this morning, with reg- 
ular, buyers bidding 5c to lOc lower, 
although wo wero able to dispose ot 
our early holding to scalpers at fully 
steady prices. 
Those arriving later 


wo had to sell nt the decline notixl, 
particularly on heavy weights, 
the 


lighter weights going more readily nt 
less decline. Light hogs sold mostly 
today from $5.25 to $5.40, packing 
grades $5.40 to $5.50 and $5.fi5. While 
there aro probably more hogs In the 
country than n year ago, at this time, 
prices are also over $1.50 below that 
time and while we look for about 
enough hogs to supply the demand 
we are more inclined to believe we 
will see some advance rather than 
a decline In prices.

that Mr. Kllpatrick out of the pov- 
erty of tho Badger athletic associa- 
tion, offers Minnesota a guarantee ot 
only $75 for tho baseball game sched- 
uled hero May 19. 
Mr. KlIpatrlcK 


says the Gophers are going on n trip 
at that time and $75. although It Is a 
small sum considering tho expenses 
of travel. Is a fair proportionate sum 
considering the number of games to 
bo played on tho trip.

It Is 
smoky and has a dirty look to the 
layman's eyes and the glamour of the 
calcium light does not seem to enter 


• the narrow portals. But Mr. Sothern's 


room was different. It was small; It
